HER WOODEN BONES BLEACHING on 
PROVOST ISLAND. 


From Singapore to Heng Kong. a Desti - 
nation She Never Reached—Oat of the 
Crew of Seventeen No Man Suarvived— 
Southwest Mensooens—In a Howling 
Typkecen—The Deceptive Feist Te- 
ward Which the Vessel Headed. 


Ban Francisoo, Cal., July %.—Word has 
been received of the wreck and total loss of 
the British wooden bark William Le Lacheur 
off Cape St. James on Provost Island, 600 
fhiles from Singapore, ‘he vessel left Singa- 
pore for Hong Kong on May to load at the 
latter port for San Francisco. 

She never reached her destination and her 
bones are now bleaching on the rocks of 
Cape St. James, while the bodies of her crew 
are strewn along the shore or are lying at 
the bottom of the ocean. 

Out ot the crew of seventeen not a wan 
was ieft to tell the tale. When she went 
ashore it is not Enown, but it was proDabiy a 
few Gays after she left Singapore. When she 
left the latter port light southwest monsoons 
were blowing, which helped the vessel along 
in ber course. Cape St. James is only about 
%% miles from Singapore, a the 
La Lacheur must have easily made ‘the run 
in three or four days. 

The wind had freshened considerably since 
she started and the bark soon found herself 
in a howlidg typhoon. 

Capt. Raynell was a careful sailor and an 
experienced navigetor. Whether or not he 
knew thelay of theland toward which he 
was headiog is hot Known Cape St. James 
is a deceptive polnt. The mountain forming 
the cape has at its southern parta low gap 
and on its northern sidea high gap, giving 
to it the appearance of three islands from a 


distance of about thirty miles. It forms the 
eastern boundary of the entranée to the 
Raigon River, and is the first high land seen 
by a Vessel com from the south westward. 
Its geographic location is latitude 10.32 
north and longitude 107.5 east. 

The William La Lacheur was 4 fears ota 
but her timbers were stout and she had 
weathered many a heavy blow. The news of 
the wreck aud tke loss of the hands was 
taken to Hong Kong bya vessel from the 
Saigon River and found its way to this city 
iu a letter tothe relatives of the first officer. 
The vessel was commanded by Capt. Rayneil, 
end Frank H. Stivers was the first officer; 
Iaro Jorgensen, a Swede, was second om 
cer, and Henry B. Fits Hugh, an Enulish- 
man, third officer. The crew consisted of 
five Englishmen and eight Chinese. 

The William la Lacheur was boilt in 
Guernsey in 1854. She registered 578 tons ana 
was 165.8 feet in length, 30.5 feet in Breadth 
of beam and 17.7 feet in depth of hold.

The Testimeny of Lieut. Charles A. Stone 
Before the Comm ittee.

AGAINST OPIUM SMUGGLERS. 


The United States Government to Renew 
the War With Vigor. 

Tacoma,Wash., July 25.—Tne United States 
Government will takeupthe suppression of 
opium smuggling with increased vigor. Four 
fast steam launches are to be purchased tu 
establish a systematic water patrol on Puget 
Sound and the Columbia River. One launch 
will De stationed at Tacoma, one at Port 


Townsend, one at Astoria and oneat Port- 
land. The custom’s force in this district 
will be augmented by the addition of four 
active young meh who are not afraid and 
the launches will cruise constantiy. Other 
small launches ana revenue cutters owned 
by the Government will be placed at various 
places on the sound, Seattle among them, to 
watch for smuggling operations. This grows 
out of the recent trip here of Assistant Sec- 
retary Hamlin of the 2 Department 
and J. J. Crowley, supervising special 
agent. Heretofore smugglers have had a 
soft snap, owing to customs officers’ slow 
vessels and small ftorce. Leslie Cullom, 
special agent of the Treasury, whom they 
told of these increases, says there will be no 
further excuse for smuggling when the new 
service becomes effective. More opium is 
smuggled across the border inthis State than 
atany other part of the United States.

steamer, and that she was in no way fitted 
to encounter the ice. 

Mr. Fielden adds that he is led to believe 
that in the whole ot Wellman’s company 
there was no one possessed of pract ex- 
perience in polar explorations.

Benedict stated further that the 
wire now being used stood the test for insu- 
lation made Uy Superintendent of Street 
Lighting O Reilly, that the Fire Department 
proposed to continue ordering this «kind of 
wire without calling for bids, forthe good 
reason that it knew whatit it was getting, 
and that he was giad to see the question 
come — this sbape. It woult have the 
effect of settling the question definitely as to 
whether or not the department wouid De 
allowed to order its wire without 
calling for dias, when it already 
knew just what it wanted, and that 
it was buylog cheaper than it could buy else- 
where. As for the 110 miles purchased re- 
cently, Supt. Benedict stated that it was 
bought over $2 per mile cheaper than last 
year.

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Three Firemen Lose Their Lives 
in a Washington Oonflagration. 


Over Two Hundred Horses Perish 
Sreaming ia the Flames. 


Ten Houses Destroyed on Account of 
the Fire in the Knox Stables. 


— 


A DOZEN FIREMEN AND POLICEMEN 
OVERCOME BY HEAT. 


Sleepers Awakened by Smoke-—Hardly 
Time to Escape With Their Lives— 


meral Alarm—A Metter Fire Never 
een ann. f Turned Leose Inte 
the Street—The Knox Cempany’s 


Bulildings—Firemenzm Throwing Water 
on Each Other—Almost Baked Alive. 


WasHivcTor, D. C., July 2.—Clanging 
bells, roaring flames, rushing engines,crash- 
ing walls, agonizing screams of horses that 
were perishing in the fierce furnace—such 
was the scene that was presented to eye and 
ear, as Knox's stables at ‘‘B’’ and Second 
streets and the other buildings in that biock 
fell a prey to the destructive element to-day. 
Not since the big fire in the patent office 
many years ago has the fre department had 
to cope with so fierce a conflagration, All its 
appliances were brought into action, but all 
efforts were unavailing to save the property 
from destruction. 

Five brave fremen were crushed under the 
falling walls. Four men were injured by 
falling walls and timbers and there were 
promptly removed to the Emergency Hos- 
pital for treatment. Three of the firemen 
lost their lives. 

Over 200 heavy draught horses, nearly all 
ofthe company’s express wagons and the 
contentsj of the large storage building were 
burned. The Adams Express Co.’s stables, 
adjoining the Knox building to the north, 
were also almost entirely consumed. About 
150 horses were in the Adams Express Co.’s 
stables, but all were taken out by the hard- 
est kindof work on the part ofthe citizens 
and policemen. 

Eight two-story houses on the alley north 
of the Knox dullding and two small frame 
houses back of the Adams’ stables were de- 
stroyed. Six or eight other residence houses 
were more or less damaged. Mitchell’s 
Diacksmith shop. om Second street, was 
crushed by falling walls. The total loss will 
exceed a quarter of a million dollars.

AWAKENED BY *MOKE. 

The warehouse anda stables occupied over a 
block. The fire was discovered about 2:30 
o’clock. A number of men were sleeping in 
the Knox bullding and were awakened by 
smoke. They found the entire rear ofthe 
second floor of the building in flames and 


had hardly timetoescape with their lives. 
Before they had left the building the fames 
had communicated to the three-story rear 
part of the Adams stables and were darting 
outofthe windows of the second and frst 
floors of both buildings in tl rear. 
A GENERAL ALARM. 

A policeman sent in an alarm througha 
patrol box. It was a still alarm and brought 
out two companies and a truck. Five min- 
utes later a general alarm was turned in and 


in five minutes more the entire Five Depart- 
mentof the city was on hand. Every com- 
pany and every fireman was needed. A hot- 
ter fire never raged. The flames poured in 
great sheets from the doors and windows of 
the great stables, All this was in a very few 
moments. 

A hundred men ran into the Adams stables 
and cut loose the 150 horses they contained. 
The animals were cut loose and turned into 
the street. The horses of the Knox com- 
pany could not be reached. There were 205 
of them and they were on the’second story of 
the building, which was a seething mass of 
flames from the very start. 


THE KNOX COMPANY’S BUILDING. 
The Knox Bullding was a _ four-story 
structure of brick.

This 
of the bill in view 
enlargemeat of the facilities 
contained in the coal land laws, by 
permitting such lands to be surveyed as can 
now be done in the’ case of agricultural lands 
required for actual settlement. The discoy- 
erer Of a valuable deposit of coal upon the 
uasurveyed public domain may now take 
possession of and hold his mine, yet there is 
no provision of law under which a patent 
can issue therefor until the public surveys 
have been so extended as to embrace it. 
Another feature of the bili provides that 
when settlers, or Owners cr grantees of 
public lands make deposits in payment of 
the cost of surveys, certificates shall be is- 
sued therefor, and these may be used in part 
payment for the lands settled upon.
